Senators’ Ideas on the Treaty. 

It 1s worth while to know, however, thiit the 
Ohio Senator has drawn upa resolution for 
the ratification of the treaty, and that the 
Foreign Relations committee will probably 


report it favorably. It will be accompanied 


by a condition for the renewal of the modus 
vivendi. Some of the Senators are in favor of 
letting the treaty fail. They say that Lord 
Salisbury’s double dealing would fully justify 
this. and that as England must either back down 
or else the United States must fight for its rights 
in the seals, the sooner the struggle comes off 
the better.

ion. 
Spooner as an Arbitrator. 

Intormation reaches Tun Tripunz corre- 
spondent tonight that ex-Senator John C. 
Spooner of Wisconsin is to be one of 
the arbitrators on behalf of the Unit- 
ed States. Ex-Minister E. J. Phelps was 
to be the other, but it was thought advisable 
for him to act as counsel on behalf of the 
United States rather than as arbitrator, and 
somebody eise will be taken as Arbitrator 
Spooser’s associate. The selection of Mr. 
Spooner is a strong one. His six years in the 
Senate gave him a great reputation there not 
only as a profound lawyer but as a publicist 
as well. He is familiar with international 
law and with diplomatic relations as well. 

Senator Sherman is the only member of the 
Senate who has been informed of Mr. Spoon- 
er's selestion, but when the fact is generally 
known it will do much to strengthen the 
arbitration treaty. While in the Senate Mr. 
Spooner was one of its most influential mem- 
bers and his presence on the arbitration tri- 
dunal willconvince many Senators that the in- 
terests of the United States will not suffer. 
The Wisconsin ex-Senator has long enjoyed 
the friendship and esteem of President Harri- 
son and his choice as an arbitrator is the best 
testimony of this. 

Revenue Cutters Sent North, 

The great interest aroused at the Capitol to- 
day by the reception of the President’s vigor- 
ous message on the Bering Sea matter quickly 
spread to the War and Navy Departments, 
where it formed the principal topic of discus- 
sion. It was learned at the Navy Department 
this afternoon that the preliminary steps in 
the summer campaign in Bermg Sea were 
secretly initiated three or four days ago by 
the despatch of the revenue cutters Corwin 
and Albatross from San Francisco on their 
northward voyage. The fact of their depart- 


ure from San Francisco several days ago 


seems to have completely eluded the public 
notice. 

These two vessels are supposed to have 
reached by this time a point somewhere near 
Port Townsend and they will m ve northward 
along tae coast, keeping a close watch for the 
movements of the sealing fleet and with the 
purpose of reaching the sealing grounds 
ahead of the fleet if possible. They will 
thoroughly patrol the coast within the three 
mile limit, to prevent ‘the taking of seals 
therein, and will. report to headquarters con- 
cerning the results and developments of their 
cruise, as occasion may arise. Incidentally 
they will also observe the habits of the seal at 
this season of the year, and gather other in- 
formation desired by the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Evidences of the President’s Determination, 


This unusually early start on the Bering Sea 
naval expedition affords additional proof of 
the earnestness of the President in regard to 
this matter and his determination to enforce 
the rights and claims of the United States at 
ali hazards. Although there have been no 
active preparations of a warlike character in 
the Navy Department recently, the depart- 
ment is, in fact, well prepared for any emer- 
gency, owing to the special activity which pre- 
vailed last winter. There is no actual need 
for haste is dispatching other vessels north- 
ward, as the season is still very early and the 
sea itself is not open till late in May or June. 
Long before a large number of vessels could 
by any possibility be needed or utilized there 
a formidable fleet could be prepared and col- 
lected for service in the Northern waters. 


The available vessels now on the Pacific, 


coast are the revenue cutters Rush and Bear, 
the latter not being in commission at present 
but capable of being made ready for service 
at short nutice; the naval vessels Mohican, 
Ranger, Adams, Thetis, Yorktown, Iroquois, 
Baltimore, Charleston, and Boston, and if the 
situation should become serious enough to de- 
mand it the South Atiantic squadron under 
Admiral Walker, now at Montevideo, and con- 
sisting of the Chicago, Bennington, and At- 
lanta, could be brought into requisition with- 
out much delay via Cape Horn. 


BRITISH AFTER A COALING STATION. 


The Mexican International Company's 
Claim to San Quintin and Its Object. 
San Dingo, Cal., March 23.—/Special.|— 
Some startling statements about the nature of 
the Mexican International company, which 
claims the title to 18,000,000 acres of land in 
Lower California, just across the border, are 
made by Charles E. Anthony, a civil en- 
gineer who returned a few days ago from be- 
low the line. He claims ‘to have positive 
knowledge that the company, which is com- 
posed of British capitalists, is merely a cloak 
for a scheme on the part of Great Britain to 
secure the harbor of San Quintin, Lower Cali- 
fornia, for a coaling station, so that when the

will have a base of supplies between its en- 
trance and the American possessions on the 
North Pacific coast. 

The Harbor of San Quintin is one of the 
best on the Pacific and is admirably adapted 
for fortifications. Mr. Anthony has lived for 
four years in Lower California, and he asserts 
positively that when the country was stirred 
up two years ago by news of a filibustering 
expedition with Lower California as its ob- 
jective point two British men-of-war, the 
Pheasant and the Warspite, were lying off 
San Quintin Harbor, just in sightof the coast, 
awaitmg a signal from the bluff back 
of the harbor upon which they were to steam 
in and hoisting the British flag formally take 
possession of San Quintin on the flimsy pre- 
tense of protecting English interests—namely :

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DRAYTON AND BORROWE LAND AND 
Anz OFF AT ONCE, 


After a Safe Voyage The Two Disappear in 
New York and Are Said te Have Gone 
Out for a Hostile Meeting with Millbank 
and Gebhard as Seconds~Thero Were No 
Incidents of the Voyage and Neither 
Would Talk at Length on Arrival—Bor- 
rowe Denies His Guilt, 


EW YORK, March 23. 
~—[Syecial, |}—Tne Ma- 
og jestic has now ar- 
yee rived, and J. Coleman 
Drayton has not killed H. A, Borrowe and 
Mr. Borrowe hus not killed Mr. Drayton. In- 
stead of the possibly fatal duel or desperate 
struggle which has béen predicted between 
these two men so strangely thruwn together, 
there was not an incident to mar the vessel’s 
peaceful voyage. | 
That was the beginning and the end of the 
sensational chapter in the history of their 
troubles. Very few of their fellow-passengers 
knew that there was a difficulty between 
thein, and when they finally reach the city to- 
morrow morning there is every likelihood that 


one will go peaceably in one direction and the 


other in another. At the same time, accord- 
ing to the indications of the few remarks they 
let fall, there is littie hope that the matter 
will end where it is. 

Thestory of the trouble has been public for 
days. It arose out of Borrowe’s intimacy 
with Mrs. Drayton, and culminated in an at- 
tempt on the part of the injured husband to 
seek satisfaction by force of arms. Failing 
in this he took passage on the White Star liner 
Majestic, which left Liverpool Wednesday. 
Borrowe, accompanied by Harry Vane Mil- 
bank. hearing of this, started post haste to 
Queenstown, where he caught the same 
steamer. This action assumed the appear- 
ance of inviting a continuance of the con- 
troversy, and thus the fear arose that the duel 
which was threatened in Paris would actuall 
be brought about on the steamer. . 

They May Fight Today. 

The scandal will be settled on land, and very 
svon, too, perhaps, for at a late hour tonight 
a sensational report was in circulation. It 
was to the effect that Drayton, who left the 
steamship Majestic on the Health Officer’s 
boat at quarantine, and Borrowe, 
who was reported to have left the 
steamship after it came up the bay late last 
evening, had already arranged a hostile meet- 
ing. Rumor further stated that they had pro- 
ceeded immediately to a quiet spot in West- 
chester County; that they would there discuss 
the situation and perhaps resort to an encoun- 
ter tomorrow morning. 

Mr. Borrowe, it was said, was accom panied. 
by his second, Harry Vane Millbank, and J. 
Coleman Drayton by Freddie Gebhard. It is 
impossibleto verify the rumor. Fully, 100 re. 
porters spent the night in trying to learn the. 
truth, but without success. ; 

The Majestic did not break its record. “Ibi 
was sighted at exactly 2:31 p. m. today; slowly 
it drew up into quarantine, and when it thrust 


its sharp nose finally through the heavy mists 


it was subjected to the inspection of the 
lynx-eyed watchers stationed there, Dr. 
Jenkins, the health officer, accompanied by a 
small party, boarded it, but all was quiet. 
Shortly afterwards the revenue cutter with 
fourteen on board left its dock and through 
the heaviest fog of the year felt its way slowly 
to the vessel’s side. There was ascramble up 
the ladder and, notwithstan‘ling the strict. or- 
ders issued by Ganet Keersey of the White 
Star line that no reporters should be allowed 
on deck. the entire party managed to violate 
the mandate. 

The decks of the steamer were crowded with 
passengers who watched with curiosity the 
zeal of the boarding party. There was no ev- 
idence of any unusual excitement aboard. 
Capt. Purssell was on the bridge of the Majes- 
tie when the party came aboard the steamer 
on the doctor’s boat and was at once over- 
whelmed with a perfect torrent of questions 
from his visitors in regard to the conduct of 
Messrs, Drayton and Borrowe during the voy- 
age. He received them witha look of blank 
amazement, 

„J know nothing of any trouble between 
these two gentlemen,” he said. They have 
been the very quietest of my passengers dur- 
ing the trip. I have heard nothing about any 
duel, either on board the Majestic or any- 
where else. This is all news to me. What do 
you mean by it? Mr, Drayton par- 
ticularly was very quiet and retirmg 
and not much was seen of them 
during the voyage. Indeed, I did not know 
that Mr. Drayton and Mr. Borrowe knew 
each other. I don't think [saw them speak 
toeach other during the voyage. You can 
find them on deck now, or they may be in the 
saloon. 

Brenking the News to Them. 

On the passenger list were the names Mr. 
James Coleman, Mr. R. Dixon, Mr. Borrowe. 
and Mr. Milbank.“ Mr. Dixon proved to be 
a little stout gentleman who had no con- 
nection whatever with the case, althcugh his 
name had been adopted pro tem. by Mr.

Upshur in a general conversation finally in- 
timated that he was there to look after the in- 
terests of Drayton.

When this came to the 
ears of Mr. Drayton he said that it was not 
the act of a gentleman, and at once proclaimed 
in his house that he no longer recognized Mr. 

It is said that the two 
men have not spoken since that day. 

Mr. Upshur and the servant, Packer, were 
of the boarding party who went out through 
the fog to the big steamer.

into Drayton’s room, and while the door was 
opened to admit him Drayton was seen sitting 
back in a chair. Upshur reappeared and 
drifted away into the crowd on deck, and 
when next seen by reporters was talking ear- 
nestly to her Grace, the Duchess of Maribor- 
ough, who was @ passenger. Said Mr. Upshur: 
„Mr. Drayton will look over this matter and 
all that has been published carefully, After a 
consultation with some of his friends he will 
decide what course to take.“ 

They Met on Shipboard. 

Mr. Upshur said that to his knowledge 
Drayton and Borrowe had only met once, and 
that was on the promenade deck. One of the 
passengers whose name could not be learned, 
but who said he knew both men well, told of 
another meeting. Drayton and the Duchess 
of Marlborough had been promenading on 
deck and started down the companionway 
staircase. Borrowe started up the steps at the 
same moment. Drayton turned to the 
Duchess as if to speak to ber, whereat they 
both retreated a step and turuing their backs 
allowed Borrowe to pass. . 

The Duchess of Marlborough when asked 
about the episode on the stairway colored

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HE reason, why the 
new registration Tues- 
day was unusually 
large for the off year 
spring elections is 
plain enough.

Twenty-fourth Ward, and brought out the 

lodging-house habitués whose names are ail 

on the registry. 

Ald. Burke was not idle in the Sixth, and 
Stanley Kunz and his business and political 
partner Kowalski were .active in the latter 
part of the day in the Sixteenth Ward. 

The Republicans of the First, Eighteenth, 
and Twenty-fourth Wards set to work early 
yesterday to make a scrutiny of the list of new 
voters, and to secure the erasure of the names 
of persons whe have moved out. The num- 
ber of suspect lists m those wards therefore is 
likely to be unusuaily large. 

The total new registrations, with three pre- 
cincts to hear from, was 41,833, distributed

R. S. Hill, who is the general counsel for the 
Chicago and Jefferson Urban Transit com- 
pany, does not think Frederick A. Soule, the 
Secretary and Treasurer of the company, is 
absenting himself from the city in order to 
avoid appearing before the grand jury. There 
are other business associates and friends of 
Mr. Soule, however, who do not understand 
his action and can offer no explanation of his 
course. He repeatedly stated to his friends 
that members of the Council had made de- 
mands upon him and informed him that he 
could not get his ordinance p unless he 
advanced a certain amount of money, He 
made such a statement in substance last F'ri- 
day morning while waiting for a train in the 
Grand boulevard station. 

No one seems to be informed as to where 
Mr. S. has gone, but there are those who 
know him well who do not believe he has left 
the city. The opinion has been advanced that 
he is merely keeping himself under cover 
until the Council passes ordinance. It is 
believed that the Aldermen are alarmed and 
will pass the ordinance at the meeting of the 
Council Monday evenmg. Those taking this 
view of the matter think that after the ordi- 
nance has been landed Mr. Soule will come 
from his hiding place and tell all he knows, 

Another view is that the State’s Attorney is 
not ready for Mr. Soule’s testimony and that 
when he is ready for him he will have no diffi- 
culty in findmg him.

Fifteen Vessels and Their Crews Meet in a 
Naval Engagement. 

Tastey, Va., March 23.—[Special.]—A 
furious battle occurred this afternoon between 
the oystermen in the Chesapeake Bay. Sev- 
eral years ago some persons residing in Ac- 
comack County took up a large tract of oys- 
ter ground in Pocomoke Sound. The Tan- 
gier Island oystermen went4o court and wun 
their cases. Under legislative act last winter 
the planters proceeded to take up the oysters 
from their reservation. This greatly enraged 
the islanders, and yesterday they manned two 
sloops with seventy-five men. They found 
twelve schooners at work and close by was 
one of the Virginia oyster police boats to pro- 
tect the dredgers. The commander of the 
State police boat ordered the islanders to 
keep off, and when they — 4 — his orders 
he opened fire on them with his cannon. 

The islanders replied with rifles and soon 
the firmg became general. The dredgers 
fired volley after volley into the islanders, who 
were driven to shelter in the holds of their 
vessels. 

The oyster police boat kept up a raking fire 
with grape and canister on the islanders, who 
finally sailed away to Tangier, where they ar- 
rived about night. 

In the engagement Capt. Thomas Dios of 
Pungoteague, Va., who commanded one of 
the dredging boats, was killed, and several of 
the islanders received wounds. Further hos- 
tilities are feared.

At that time it was impossible for 
any man in Kansas who wasin public not to 
be a politician. Munford had some of the 
politician: in his make up anyway, and, his 
associations aided in becoming an active 
factor. But Kansas politics did not accord 
with Munford’s, and he crossed the border and 
became a citizen of Kansas City, Mo. There 
he engaged in real estate business and was 
successf He advocated some schemes 
which were not altogether popular, and it was 
this that directed his attention to the news- 
paper. He had faith in journalism as 
an educator. The Kansas City Times 
had led a brilliant but penniless existence. It 
was started by a Kansas City lawyer, with Col. 
John C. Moore and Maj. Jonn N. Edwards as 
editors. They were men who had fought in 
the Confederacy and had followed Joe Shelby 
into Mexico at the close cf the war to offer 
their services to Maximilian. Their connec- 
tion with the Kansas City Times was notable, 
They believed in the same sort, of journalism 
that flourished in Paris at the close of the 


| Franco-German war. 


The lawyer who had put his money into the 
paper lost it and withdrew. Then it fell into 


the hands of a politician who wanted to be 


Sheriff. Moore and Edwards were continued 
as editors. In a year the politician gave way 
to another and another, and finally Morrison 
Munford became the principal owner, backed 
by his rich uncle, ; i 


Tried to Revolutionize Politics, 


Munford at once put the paper on a metro- 
politan basis. He employed a brilliant staff 
at princely salaries. He established special 
correspondents throughout the States of Mis- 
souri and Kansas. He put special trains on 
one or two Kansas railroads, and undertook 
to revolutionize Kansas politics. He had con- 
siderable to do in working up the Pomeroy 
scandal in the Kansas Legislature. 

At the same timé he was looking after Mis- 
souri. The St. Louis Republican had killed 
the Democratic patty in Missouri and adver- 
tised its funeral. This was an unpardonable 
sin in Missouri. The St. Louis Times was in 
the hands of a clique and edited by Stil- 
son Hutchins, who, at that time, was 
an aggressive but sotmewhat erratic genius. 
His paper was not popular with the masses. 
Munford was quick to take advantage of this 
state of affairs and proclaimed the Kansas 
City Times the organ of the Democracy of 
Missouri. He established a branch office in 
St. Louis, and not only did the Kansas City 
Times get a foothold in that city, but Mun- 
ford went there personally and made a fight 
against some of the old-timers who had fol- 
lowed in the wake of the St. Louis Repub. 
lian. Moore and Edwards had lived in St. 
Louis and knew all vulnerable points. With 
two such writers, backed by Munford’s ambi- 
tion to make a name in politics, 
the Kansas City Times leaped to 
the ramparts, and for some years it 
held the colors of its party. Its owner was 
present in every islature, and by his side 
was always either Moore with his scalping 
knife or Edwards with his black flag, and the 
old guard that had followed Joe Shelby, 
and back of this for a reserve corps was the

MURDERED BY A DRUNKEN HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Helen McKuen Brutally Killed Yester- 
day at No. 374 Weat Taylor Street. 

In asmall and wretchedly furnished room 
in the second ‘story of a rickety frame build- 
ing in the rear of No. 374 West Taylor street 
lies the dead body of Mrs. Helen McKuen. A 
policeman stands on guard, and, under the 
orders of the Coroner, refuses to allow the 
relatives of the dead woman to move the body. 
At 10 o’clock this morning a jury will be im- 
paneled and a Deputy Coroner will investigate 
one of the most brutal murders ever chroni- 
cled, for which Frauk McKuen is now locked 
up at the Maxwell Street Station. 

McKuen is a hard-working stonemason 
when he is not under the influence of liquor. 
The last few weeks whisky has had the best of 
him, and little peace have his wife, his two 
little girls, anc his 17-year-old son Frank 
found in the wretched hovel they call home. 
Tuesday McKuen returned from down-town, 
where he had been looking for work. Frank 
was reading. The father upbraided him for 
his laziness. The son replied in no soft lan- 
guage, and fled through the door down the 
alley. Mrs. McKuen took her son’s part, and 
the now frenzied man turned upon her and 
felled her to the floor. Her screams aroused 
the neighbors, and Mrs. Preid, who occupies 
rooms immediately in front of the McKuens, 
succeeded in quieting McKuen., 

Shortly after 6 0’clock the quarrel began 
again. Up to 10 o’clock at night McKuen was 
heard uttering curses and stamping about the 
room. Yesterday morn at 10 o'clock Mrs. 
Mekuen was found, beaten intofinsensibility by 

2rdrunken husband. Her features were scarce 
ly recognizable, The 1 part of her dress 
was torn away, showing the skin one mass of 
black and blue bruises. McKuen was kneeling 
by her side, partly conscious of his deed, Dr.

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GIVEN ANOTHEK TEST YESTERDAY. 


The Connelly Gas Motor Was Tried Again 
on the Dearborn Sireet Line. 

The Connelly gas motor was given a test 
yesterday on the Dearborn street car iine, 
running between the Northwestern and Polk 
Street Depots. The motor is, inclosed in a 
case about one-half the length of an ordinary 
street-car, which berves to deaden the sound. 
The motor ran smoothly ana horses paid no 
more attention to it than toacable. The 
motor is about eight and one-half. horse- 
power and has given good satisfaction on 

heffield avenue, where it has been running 
for last three weeks. It can hardly be 
said that the trial yesterday was a success, as 
the power was not sufficient to pull the car up 
the grade at the entrance to the Dearborn 
street bridge. At that point horses were re- 
quired to furnish the additional power neces- 
sary. It is said that the dirt which collects on 
the track 1s of such a greasy nature that the 
wheels slip and thus render the motor help- 
less. A successful test was made at this point, 
however, Tuesday night. 

The motor is not intended to supplant the 
cables, but merely to take the place of horses, 
which arenow employed on the tributary 
lines. From the tests already made it seems 
to be effleient where there is no grade. The 
strength of the motor now used, however, is 
not sufficient forsome of the grades in the 
city. It is claimed by theinventor, J. S. Con- 
nelly of New York, that more powerful mo- 
tors can be built which will be adequate to the 
work required. It is practically the same as 
the naphtha motor tested here a year ago, which 

been reconstructed so as to employ gas as 
fuel instead of naphtha. The gas motor has the 
advantage of being cheap in operation, burn- 
ing but 1,000 feet of gas in ten hours. It is 
claimed that a speed of thirteen miles per 
hour can be obtained. 


‘ROBERT TURNER WOUNDED. 


Shot by Alonzo Jones During a Quarrel at 
the Hyde Park Hotel. 

Guests in the Hyde Park Hotel were awak- 
ened shortly before 1 o’clock this morning by 
a rapid succession of shots that were followed 
by loud cries for the police. A general fight 
had broken out among the colored waiters in 
the servants’ quarters, that are immediately 
in the rear of the hotel proper, and a trivial 
quarrel had developed into an attempted stab- 
bing, and finally a possible murder. 

Early in the evening a crowd of waiters had 
commenced drinking, and gradually there ap- 

ared in their conversation and actions evi- 
dences of an old feud that had existed between 
two of the men. ey were Robert Turner 
and Alonzo Jones. It is the former who now 
lies at the Colored Hospital, Twenty-ninth 
and Dearborn streets, probably fatally wound- 
ed in the back, while the latter is a prisoner at 
the Hyde Park Police Station. 

The real origin of the trouble which led to 
the shooting can only be surmised. Some of 
Turner’s friends say it was over the posses- 
sion of a guitar which Jones had in his room 
and to which Turner laid claim. Others, 
however, say that the men \quar- 
reled over a young woman employed 
in the hotel as a potato-parer. Jones, it 
is said, has been paying attention to the 
woman, and had been repeatedly requested by 
Turner to cease, as he desired her company. 
Jones had refused, Turner’s friends say, and 
it was regarded as almost im ible to keep 
the men from settling their difference by ex- 
treme methods. 


WRECKED OFF GOOSE ISLAND. 


The Steel Steamer Viking Fills with Water 
in the After Compartments. 

The steel steamer Viking was wrecked early 
yesterday morning in the Ogden Canal, off 
Goose Island, and its cargo of 40,000 bushels 
of rye was prematurely wet by the worst speci- 
men of water ever mixed with rye. The 
Viking had gone to the Armour elevator and 
had taken on several thousand bushels of 
grain when it was suddenly found that the 
boat was sinking. The steam pumps of the 
Dunham line were dispatched tothe wreck, 
but in spite of all they could do the water 
filled the after compartments. The bow rose 
high out of the water as the stern sank to the 
bottom, water covering the decks. The 
wreckers finally succeeded in stopping the in- 
flow of water last night and saved some of 
the cafgo which was in the forward conpart- 
ments. ey 

The tug men who towed the Viking around 
the river stated that the boat struck no ob- 
struction — would have 2 0 leak. It 
is supposed that pipes may have frozen up 
and oon thawed out after the steamer had 
been loaded. The Viking is valued at $95,000 
and is owned by Gilchrist of Alpena, Mich. 
The boat is made up of a single steel shell, 
without water bottom. 

The schooner Rosa Belle, which sailed from 
here Tuesday, reached Sheboygan, W1s., yes- 
terday in safety. The voyage was considered 
dangerous, as ice in the lake extended sev- 
eral miles from shore.

1891, when he was made Associate Professor. 
Prof. Moore will begin his work under the aus- 
pices of the University of Chicago in October. It

TRUTH ABOUT SILVER. 

In his opening speech on the silver bill Mr. 
Bland said he proposed to go back one hun- 
dred years, to the time when the United 
States Government provided for the free coin- 
age of gold and silver, without limit; at the 
ratio of sixteen ounces of silver to one of 
gold. He has provided in his bill for the re- 
establishment of the same ratio, utterly re- 
gardless of the fact that the relative values of 
thetwo metals have greatly changed in the 
course of a century. It is a pity if Mr. Biand 
is yet ignorant of the fact that the reason for 
the adoption of the named ratio in 1792 was 
that the commercial value of sixteen ounces 
of silver was then about equal to the bullion 
value of asingle ounce of gold, but because 
the European mint ratio of that time was 15354 
to 1, our silver dollar, coined on the basis 
of 16 to one, never circulated as money. Mr. 
Bland never saw one of those so-called 
„daddy dollars in the whole course of his 
life, except as a curiosity. The free coinage 
of silver dollars was practically a myth. That 
silver dollar existed in theory, but it never 
constituted any appreciable part of our legal 
tender money. From a hundred years ago 
down to the time that the greenbacks were 
1 issued, 99 per cent of our legal tender money 
was in gold dollarsor multiples of the gold 
dollar. During the whole of that long stretch 
of years our American silver money was but 
fractional parts of a dollar, and legal tender 
for not more than five dollars in any one pay- 
ment. 

If Mr. Bland is aware of these facts why 
does he conceal them so studiously? And if 
ignorant, why did he not take the trouble to 
post himself on the matter before undertak- 
ing to argue his case before the public? Does 
he know how many ounces of silver bullion 
it now takes to form an equivalent in value to 
one ounce of gold? Is not the present com- 
mercial ratio fully twenty-three to one? Does 
he not know that he can today obtain 23 
ounces of silver for a single ounce of gold in 
the markets of the world? If he does know 
that widely reported fact why has he omitted 
to provide in his bill for a standard silver 
doliar that will be worth as much commer- 
cially as a gold dollar? The Congress of 1792, 
which Bland professes to admire so much, 
ordered that.enough silver should be put into 
the silver dollar to make it equal iu value to a 
gold dollar, and was so anxious to have it full 
value that it made provision for the weight of 
the silver dollar to be some 3 per cent more 
than required by European governments. 
Why does not Biand follow that example of 
honesty? ‘Why does his bill provide for the 
putting of less than 70 cents’ worth of silver 
into the dollar? 

It is in order to inform Mr. Bland of what 
all intelligent men know already, that taking 
gold as the standard it only requires half as 
much labor to mine silver ore and extract the 
silver from it as it did in former days. It 
actually costs less today to mine and prepare 
for the mint twenty-three ounces of silver than 
one ounce of gold. Why do Bland and his 
supporters insist on the impossible measure 
of returning to the old ratio of sixteen to one 
when everybody knows that in the shape of 


to equal in purchasing power one ounce of 
gold? Why are they not willing that the coin- 
age value of the silver dollar shall correspond 
with the current bullion value of the metal? 
The fact that they demand that little more 
than two-thirds shall be counted as a whole 
sufficiently shows the rank dishonesty of their 
free-coinage measure. 

If the Bland bill should become a law the 
United States Government would be. obliged 
to redeem the Bland coinage certificates in 
silver dollars worth about 70 cents. If it 
undertook to redeeia them in gold if. would 
not have an ounce of the yellow me eft in 
its coffers a month after the bill became a 
law. In fact, the outstanding gold certificates 
and the $356,000,000 of old greenbacks would 
be rushed in for redemption, and clean out all 
the gold before the free coinage bill could be 
put into operation. Whether this gold were 
taken abroad to pay for securities which the 
foreign holders refused to own longer, or were 
retired into the strong boxes of ‘domestic 
capitalists, it would equally be retired from 
circulation, being held as a commercial arti- 
cle at a premium of 48 to 45 per cent over the 
silver currency of the country. 


CAUSE OF LOW PRICES. 

It has been remarked that prices are very 
low 6n each of the great staples—cotton, wool, 
iron, and silver—and that there must be some 
special cause for the decline to quotations, 
which are about the minimum ever recorded. 
The advocates of free silver coinage insist 
that the depression is due to an advance in 
the value of the doilar, and for that alleged 
reason they claim it would be right to make 
the dollar cheaper, but they do not assign the 
true cause. The articles named are being 
produced and transported from the producer 
to the consumer far more cheaply than they 
used to be, and the fact that they are being 
offered at lower prices proves they are not 
now worth what used to be charged for them. 
It does not necessarily prove that there is a 
profit in producing one or all atthe prices 
now quoted, but it is at least a sign that the 
prospect of big profits to be realized under 
former arrangements led to a production in 
excess of the current demand for consump- 
tion, and a temporary range of low prices is 
the natural result of glut in the supply. The 
advocates of a cheaper doliar do not stop to 
think that if such adollar should give a big 
stimulus to present flagging production it 
would most likely be followed by a bigger 
giut than is experienced now, rendering it 
equally desirable to effect a further cheapen- 
ing; and a. few repetitions of the process 
would bring the dollar down to the point at 
which it would have no purchasing power at 
all. 

Official statethents recently published m re- 
gard to the iron trade show that within the 
last two years alone the producing capacity of 
the average iron furnace has increased 20 per 
cent. The furnace now turns out six tons 
with the same expenditure for labor and but 
little more for fuel than that required for five

to enlarge the ‘bushel to five pecks, or the 
yardstick to four feet, or the pound to twenty 
ounces, It is of no use whatever to. interfere 
with the standard, unless it be desirable to ef- 
fect a slight modification for the purpose of 
arriving at a standard of value, weight, meas- 


ure, or capacity which will be internationally 


commercial, -Any other change must do far 
more harm than good—in fact, could not pos- 
sibly do any good except to a few of the swin- 
dling class in the community, while it would 
inevitably do much harm, most of which 
would fall upon the workers in city and coun- 
try. As an increase of the pound to twenty 
ounces without making any change in the 
monetary unit would cause the new pound to 
be rated as worth a quarter more than the old 
one, so any cheapening in the dollar must in- 
volve a rise in (nominal) prices to an extent 
corresponding to the depreciation in purchas- 
ing power. Suppose every half dollar in the 
United States were called a whole one and it 


“were decreed by law that henceforth every 


dollar shall be called two dollars, would that 
make the people as a whole any richer than 
before? Yet that action would be just as sen- 
sible as a measure for cheapening the dollar to 
70 cents or to any other number of cents 
greater. or less than 50. Precisely the same 
end would be gained in an economic sense by 
enacting that the foot shall consist of but eight 
inches and the pound of eleven ounces instead 
of sixteen. 


THE WISCONSIN ANTI-GERRYMANDER 
DECISION, 

That portion of the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin declaring the legislative 
apportionment act null and void because it di- 
vided counties is of purely local interest, but 
that part of it relating to inequality of repre- 
sentation is of general concern, for neariy all 
State Constitutions direct that legislative dis- 
tricts shall have as nearly as practicable an 
equal number of inhabitants. The court says 
on this point: 


This apportionment act violates and destroys 
one of the highest and most sacred rights and 
privileges of the people of this State, guaranteed 
to them by the Ordinance of 1787 and the Consti- 
tution, and that is equal representation in the 
Legislature. Perfect exactness in the apportion- 
ment, according to the number of inhabitants, is 
neither required nor possible. But there should 
be as close an approximation to exactness as 
possible, and this is the utmost limit for the ex- 
ercise of legislative discretion. If, as in this case, 
there is such a wide and bold departure from this 
constitutional rule that it cannot possibly be jus- 
tified by the exercise of any judgment or discre- 
tion, and that evinces an intention on the part of 
the Legislature to utterly ignore the rule of the 
Constitution in order to promote some other ob- 
ject than a constitutional apportionment, then 
the conclusion is inevitable that the Legislature 
did not use any judgment or discretion whatever. 
It is not an apportionment in any sense of the 
word. It is a direct and palpable violation of the 
Constitution. 


The pertinency of these remarks will be- 
come apparent when the following facts are 
considered: Four Milwaukee wards, with a 
population of 38,328, were given four members 
of the Assembly, and La Crosse County, with 
a population of 38,801, was given but one. 
Three Milwaukee wards, with a population of 
26,537, were given three members, and Colum- 
bia County, with a population of 28,350, was 
given but one. Three Senatorial districts 
were created, one of which was the County of 
Outagamie, with 37,767 people; another the 
County of Brown, with 38,441 people; and the 
third the Counties of Columbia, Marquette, 
and Sauk, with 68,601. The court holds that 
in such cases of manifest inequality the ju- 
dicial power can be invoked to stop the threat- 
ened injustice. 

The result of this decision will be to put an 
end to this particular phase of gerrymander- 
ing everywhere. When it is settled that a 
much smaller number of people cannot be 
given a voting power in the Legislature equal 
to or exceeding that given to a much larger 
number of people Legislatures will be forced 
to make fairer apportionments than they do 
now, and the probabilities of that party which 
carried the State as a whole carryiug the Leg- 
islature also will be much increased. 

Of course, it is impossible to deprive the 
party which makes an apportionment of cer- 
tain advantages which it possesses. If three 
districts have to be made out of nine counties, 
it is possible that three apportionments might 
be made, each satisfying the requirements as 
to contiguous territory and equality of num- 
bers, but one of them making two Democratic 
and one Republican districts, another two Re- 
publican and one Democratic, another one for 
each party and a third debatable. Which- 
ever party made the apportionment would 
give itself the best of the bargain and no court 
would interfere. — 

But if Legislatures are held down strictly 
to this requirement of reasonable equality of 
population, and if the provision requiring dis- 
tricts to be of contiguous territory is enforced 
as it should be, there will be little room left 
for gerrymandering, and it will be impossible 
for a minority to have control of the Legisla- 
ture of a State, though powerless to carry the 
State as a whole. 


‘ CLEAN OUT THE COLONISTS. 

It was stated in yesterday’s paper that the 
registration in the Eighteenth and Twenty- 
fourth Wards was unusually heavy. All the 
cheap lodging-houses have been filled to their 
utmost capacity, and the names of their in- 
mates placed on the registry books. Other 
wards have been drained of their floating pop- 
ulation for use in the Eighteenth and the 
Twenty-fourth. This colonizing is done for 
Aidermanic purposes, In the case of the 
North Side ward the object plainly is to 
swamp the votes of the respectable residents 


with those of hired bummers. This is one of 


the means by which decent districts are made 
to send boodlers to the Council. 

The law makes it the duty of the election 
clerks and judges to look into this matter and 
strike the names of these colonists off their 
books. The task is not always an easy one, 
especially in the tough. pre- 
cincts, and they ought to have the energetic 
and willing codperation of the police. A no- 
tice served on the keeper of a lodging-house 
by the Captain of Police that he must make 
an honest ‘report of the number of persons 
on his premises who are actually domiciled 
there and entitied to vote, or that he will get 
into trouble, has more effect on him than any- 
thing else would have. Such notices have been 
given in the past and have produced excellent 


It is understood that the police officers are 
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*fere in politics ” then 
The Chief of Polico 
construed thus and it would be well for 
to inform his subordinates to that effect 
and let them know that he looks with approval 
upon efforts on theif part to secure honest 
elections and enforce the laws of the State. 
If every spring the corrupt floaters of the 
lodging-house wards can be shifted into repu- 
table sections of the city to help on the elec- 
tion of ringsters and boodlers it will be harder 
work to find an honest Alderman than it 1s 
now. This colonizing business should be 
stopped summarily, and it can be done most 
easily with the assistance of the police, which 
should be furnished at once. 


THE SILVER BILL. : 

The discussion of the Free Silver bill in the 
House is not bringing out many important 
facts or points of argument that have not 
been made previously. But their official pre- 
sentation through the set speeches by. Con- 
gressmen is none the less important as it 
brings the matter closely before the mental 
view of many thousands who have hitherto 
looked at the subject in nothing more than a 
general way. They will begin to think for 
themselves after having read the printed ab- 
stracts of speeches on both sides of the ques- 
tion and institute comparisons of value be- 
tween the different lines of argument. For 
instance, there is the assertion by Mr. Bland 
that the bill proposes to go back a hundred 
years in the matter of coinage.“ The ques- 
tion naturally suggests itself why we should 
not, with equally good reason, insist on re- 
turning to other conditions of a century ago, 
which have been left far in the rear by the ad- 
vance of civilization, Why not go back to the 
wearing of silver buckles and demand that the 
same ratio of exchangeable value between 
wheat and cotton cloth shall rule now as soon 
after the War of the Revolution?. Why not lay 
an embargo upon exports of grain and flour 
because once upon a time such exportation 
would have been a feeding of the enemy? Yet 
the argument by Mr. Bland amounted to little 
more than this proposition that it must be 
right todo what he proposes, because that 
is alleged to have been the rulein former 
days. His talk about what was done by the 
United States, France, and other countries in 
years long since gone by is that of a Rip Van 
Winkle, who is utterly oblivious to the facts 
of modern progress. 

The speakers on the other side did not 
ignore this change in conditions. Mr. Will- 
iams, in presenting the substitute bill of the 
minority, providing for an international money 
conference, called attention to the fact that the 
monetary conditions of the world have rad- 
ically altered since 1873, ‘‘and those condi- 
tions are now beyond our control.” Mr. 
Hopkins of this State. said that if the act of 
that year were admitted to be a mistake it 
was no reason why this Congress today should 
remonetize silver (on the basis proposed by 
the Bland bill)s He said the conditions of 
this country are now adjusted to a gold stand- 
ard, and he knew of no greater calamity that 
could befall us than. that the Bland bill in 
its present form should. be enacted into 
law. The silver question is an entire- 
ly different one from what it was in 
1873. It is now agitated by a syndic- 
ate of silver mineowners, and one of their stock 
arguments 18 that more money is needed for 
business, but he showed that we havenowa per 
capita circulation of $24.74, against $15 in 1860, 


| while that of Great Britain is today but $18.60, 


and the greater ditculation of France, about 
which so much has been said, is used iu nearly 
all the monetary transactions of that country, 
while with us 94 percent of the business is 
done with checks, etc. Congressman Harter 
(Democratic) called attention to the fact that 
since 1873 we have coined gold at the rate of more 
than $40,000,000 per year, and that free coin- 
age would drive our $600,000,000 of gold out of 
circulation by putting it immediately 
to a premium of 43 per cent, leav- 
ing us with only $1,200,000,000 of 
money in place of the $1,800,000,000 now in 
the hands of the people. He warned his hear- 
ers that alarmed and excited Europe is now 
sending back our stocks and other securities 
by the ream, and that if we continue this wild 
craze for silver another year, with fair crops 
on the other side of the Atlantic, it will 
bankrupt the United States. Mr. Stevens, 
another Democrat, entered an emphatic pro- 
test against the bill, denouncing it as unsound 
finance, and a measure that if adopted would 
bring commercial disaster, industrial prostra- 
tion, and moral culpability. 


GEN. ALGER’S CAVALRY CHARGE. 

At a recent panguet in Michigan the Hon. 
John M. Thurston of Nebraska, in the course 
of an after-dinner speech, painted the sketch 
of Gen. Alger’s cavalry charge at Booneville 
in the following somewhat glowing style: 

Ninety-two men rode calmly out, knowing that 
the supreme moment of their lives had come. 
What was in their hearts during that silent ride? 
What lights and shadows flashed across the 
cameras of their souls? 

Before them was a brigade of cavalry, 3,000 
strong. That way lay death. Behind them were 
the open fields, the sheltering woods, safety, and 
—dishonor. Just for a moment every cheek was 
* blanched. A robin sang, unheeded, from a neigh- 
boring limb; clusters of purple daisies bloomed 
unseen upon the grassy slope; the sweet fresh 
breath of early summer filled the air, unfelt by 
all. They only saw the dear old flag of Union 
overhead; they only knew that foes of country 
blocked the road ahead; they only heard the 
ringing voice of their gallant leader ordering the 
charge, and with a yell the little troop swept on. 

So sudden and unexpected was the attack, so 
desperate and irresistible the charge, that this 
handfulof men cut their way through the heart 
of a whole brigade, Then, in prompt obedience 
to the calm command of their Captain, they 
wheeled, reformed, and charged again. At this 
opportune moment, while the Confederates were in 
confusion, Sheridan’s whole line dashed forward 
with mighty cheers, and the day was won. 

That night forty of the ninety-two kept their 
eternal bivouac on the field of battle, their white 
faces kissed by the silent stars. The Captain was 
left for dead, but, thank God! he still lives; lives 
to wear the button of a people's love! For the 
man whose sublime courage and daring leader- 
ship gave victory and a first star to Phil Sheridan 
was Russell A. Alger of Detroit! 

Gen. Sheridan’s own account of Gen. Alger’s 
exploit reads in cold prose as follows: 

After Alger had reached and turned up the 
Blackland road the firtzt thing he came across was 
the Confederate headquarters, the officers and 
orderlies about which he captured and sent back 
some distance to a farm house. Continuing on a 
gallop he soon struck the rear of the enemy’s line, 
but was unable to get through, nor did he get 
near enough for me to hear his cheering; but as 
he had made the distance he was to travel in the 
time allotted, his attack and mine were almost 
coincident, and the enemy, stampeded by the 
charges in front and rear, fied toward Blackland 
with little or no attempt to capture Alger’s com- 
mand, which might readily have been done. 

Alger’s troopers soon rejoined me at Booneville, 
minus many hats, having returned by their origi- 
inal route. They had sustained little loss except 
a few men wounded and a few temporarily miss- 
ing. Among these was Alger himself, who was 

from his saddle by the limb of a tree that 
in the excitement of the charge he was unable to 
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| Gin Alget ons’ well afford to let his reputa- 


tion rest upon them. It shows at least that 
the attack was a brave and daring one and 
caused iu a large degree the scare and demor- 
alization of the rebels as well as their flight, 
or, as Gen. says, his attack and 
mine were } ébincident, and the enemy, 
stam peded by the charges in front and rear, 
fled toward Blackland.“ 
BOARDS WILL NOT HELP MATTERS. 

It is suggested that better Aldermen could 
be procured and the city service taken out of 
polities if the policemen and other officers 
were appointed by a Board of Metropolitau 
Commissioners instead of as at present, and 
“gang” Aldermen deprived of patronage. 
The probabilities are, however, that the change 
would make matters worse instead of better. 

The system of city government by boards 
met with great favor at one time. The theory 
was that by splitting up municipal power into 
the greatest possible number of little pieces 
and creating a multitude of practically irre- 
sponsible boards both honesty and efficiency 
would be promoted, Neither was. More 
money was spent and less was accomplished 
with it. This city had ite Board of Police and 
Fire Commissioners elected by the people, 
found it an intolerable nuisance, and got rid 
of it, 

The tendency now is to concentrate power 
and responsibility, to do away with independ- 
ent boards, whether selected by a Governor 
or chosen by the people, and to make the 
Mayor the unquestioned head of the city gov- 
ernment. Then if anything goes wrong any- 
where the people know whom to blame. If 
they choose to put power in the hands of a 
bad man they have only themselves to find 
fault with. 

It is in the powor of a Mayor, if he pleases, 
to take and keep the police force out of poli- 
tics. It is not necessary for him to appoint 
men because they are recommended by Alder - 
men. A Mayor, acting through his Chief of 
Police, Commissioner of Public Works, etc., 
can see that all departments are run in ac- 
cordance with civil-service rules. A Mayor is 
elected by the voters of the whole city. If he 
will not divorce the municipal service from 
politics, neither will a board chosen by those 
same voters. This city has tried the board 
system and is sick of it. 

There will be a better city government 
when the number of those sincerely desirous 
that there should be such a government is 
greater than it is now. It is customary to 
dodge the truth and not to put the responsi- 
bility for misgovernment where it properly 
belongs. The practice is to assume that the 
voters have been deceived or betrayed or that 
they have been tied down and kept from exer- 
cising their rights. Fully half the time, how- 
ever, the voters have known perfectly well 
what they were doing. They have elected bad 
men because they preferred that kind. Chica- 
go wards have steadily elected Aldermen who 
were known to be boodlers, because a large 
percentage of the voters did not care whether 
they boodled or not. If a majority of the 
voters had been seriously opposed to such 
practices they would sot have chosen such 
men. 

Convert the voters to a belief in honesty 
and honest men will be chosen. But that is a 
great undertaking, especially when one sees 
so-called respectable men willing to invest in 
Aldermanic ordinances regardless whether 
they were honestly or corruptly passed. When 
such a low state of morals is found among 
prominent citizens, why talk of reformmg 
municipal affairs by such devices as an upper 
house, boards, primary election laws, or the 
payment of better salaries to Aldermen?

CANADIAN PACIFIC STRIKE IS SETTLED. 


Matters in Dispute to Be Arbitrated—All 
the Old Men Return to Work, 

Wixyrpgec, Man., March 23.—([ Special. |— 
The Canadian Pacific strike of conductors 
and trainmen has been settled. Arbitration 
will be the means resorted to, and pending 
the decision of the arbitrators the men will 
return to their duties, Last night a delega- 
tion of five engineers had a lengthy confer- 
ence with General Supt. Whyte and submitted 
a proposition to him, which was in effect that 
the striking trainmea return to their duties 
and that the matter of increase of wages and 
all points in dispute between the trainmen 
be left to arbitration, the arbitrators to be 
a representative committee of engineers. 
This morning another conference was 
held ana the proposition was assented 
to by the General Superintendent. The basis 
of settlement is as follows: All men who 
have been discharged and who have gone on 
a strike, also any employé who has been dis- 
charged for refusing to take the place of any 
striker or who has voted to strike, to be rein- 
stated without prejudice. If it can be shown 
to the Committee of Engineers, who have medi- 
ated between the company and the trainmen, 
that any of the strikers committed an assault 
upon any official of the road he is to be dis- 
missed. This is to apply to the Pacific and 
Eastern division as well as to the Western divis- 
ion. Acommittee of tive engineers to arbitrate 
on the points on which the committee and 
company differed—namely: compensation to 
be paid—freight conductors three cents per 
mile and detention time to trainmen to count 
after ten hours have been occupied in running 
100 miles. That the arrangement between 
the General Superintendent of the Pacific 
Division and the committee that rates on the 
Western Division are to be taken as those on 
the Pacifie Division is to be carried out, un- 
less in the meantime the committee and Gen- 
eral Superintendent of fhe Pacific Division 
have already settled the same. 

The basis of the settlement shows that 
there has been a back down on Loth 
sides ; or, in other words, a 
compromise. Passenger trains tirsis afternoon 
were all sent out in charge of regular con- 
ductors and train crews, and freight-trains 
have already begun to move. Notices sent 
to shippers a few days ago that freight for lo- 
cal points would not be accepted have been 
recalled. Telegrains have been forwarded to 
all points on the Canadian Pacific railroad 
calling the strike off. Grand Chief Clark, 
Grand Master Wilkinson, Grand Secretary- 
Treasurer Sheahan, and Stenographer Nicols 
will remain ia Winnipeg for a few, days to 
finish the work on hand.

ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVES DO THE WORK. 


Successful Test at Peoria with the Primary 
Battery System. 

Prorta, III., March 23.—[Special.]—Elee- 
tricity as a means of street-car propulsion on 
the primary battery system showed itself to 
be a success in the test of the Pennock pri- 
mary battery locomotive on the Rock Island 
steam road today. The locomotive is 16 feet 
long and 7 feet wide. The engine cab is 5 feet 
deep and 7 feet wide. Thecab is surrounded 
with large windows. The battery-room is 11 
feet long, 7 feet wide, and will hold 
200 cells, or about thirty horse power. 
The electric motors are built in tandem, one 
motor directly on the axle, the other geared 
to it. ihe old-fashioned chain gear is used, 
and the motors are wound for fifty volts. The 
power is all generated in a primary battery, 
the electrodes of which are carbon and zinc. 
The electrolyte is composed of sul- 
phurie acid, chromic acid, and melted hyalo- 
phane, which contains alumina, baryta, pot- 
ash, soda, sulphide of calcium, and sulphur. 
The retaining cell is of leatheroid, lined with 
ae six inches square and eighteen inches 

2155 In this compact space there are ex posed 

square inches of carbon surface and 509 
square inches of zine surface; the zinc is 
surrounded by another solution in a porous 
pot, size three by sixteen inches. This cell 
will deliver a working capacity of 100 watts, 
so that a horse power can be packed in a floor 
space of two square feet. One machine is 
called an automatic electric current feeder 
and the other an electric controlling switch.

VESSEL CAPTAINS FILE A PROTEST. 


They Don’t Want the River and Harbor 
Bilit.of 1890 Changed, 

The proposed exemption of the Chicago 
River from the provisions of the River and 
Harbor Bill of 1890, under which the War De- 
partment became custodian of the rights of 
navigat on at this point, is meetmg with 
the most strenuous opposition from the 
marine interests both here and at other lake 
ports. Several petitions are in circulation 
against the change, and yesterday afternoon 
the Excelsior Marine Benevolent Association, 
comprisuig all the vessel Captains residing 
here, sent to the Chicago representatives in 
Congress and the River and Harbor Commit- 
tee of the House a protest, of which the fol- 
lowing is the substance: 

The marine interests of Chitago and the 
great lakes respectfully protest against the 
exemption of the Chicago River from the pro- 
visions of the River and Harbor act of 1890, 
on the ground that that act has been roduct- 
ive of much benetit to vesselmen. Up to the 
passage of the act the marine interest hadi no 
protection against ‘encroachments upon its 
only “er in Chicago. Property-owners 
stole ices from the river banks and 
the municipality and private corpora- 
tions constructed bridges with refer- 
ence solely to land traffic. The 
Canal street bridge, the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago and the Chicago and Al- 
ton railways’ bridge, ner Nineteenth street: 
the use of the Northern Pacific railroad 
bridge, near Twelfth street, for switching 
purposes, aad the Chicago and Noorthwestern 
tailroad’s bridge at Kinzie street all proved a 
great annoyance, and it was the act of 1890 
that brought relief. Past experience has 
proved that the City Council is not a fit 
guardian of the marine interests, since pres- 
sure is brought to bear upon Aldermen and 
other city officials to encourage projects det- 
rimental to vesselmen. 

It is submitted that the provisions of the 
act of 1890 are not onerous to the city or to 
private corporations, since the War Depart- 
ment merely passes on the question as to 
whether navigation will be . ob- 
structed by any proposed change. It was the 
act of 1890 chiefly that prevented the gigantic 
steal from the river from Harrison to Twelfth 
streets. Chicago River is the natural 
prey of dishonest city officials. and the War 

partment is the only protection the marine 
interests have. It is asked 
tion be not taken away.

Suggestions on Coal Consumption, 

Cuicaco, March 2h—[Editot of The Tribune. }— 
I noticed with pleasure Monday morning an arti- 
cle in the editorial columns of Tas Trisune 
headed. Heating by Exhaust Steam.” This ar- 
ticle starts the ball rolling in the right direction. 
and the education of the public in this line will do 
more toward abating the smoke nuisance than 
any other action that can be taken, for the reason 
that it affects the right side of the ledger account 
of the owners of the buildings. It is not an exag- 
geration to state that the fuel consumption of the 
best plants in the City of Chicago is from 30 to 50 
per cent greater than it ought to be, and with the 
ordinary or poorer vlants will range from 40 to 70, 
per cent. K 

The utilization of steam for two purposes — first, 
for power, and then for heat is not by any means 
anew one. The writer has for the last fifteen 
years constructed many such plants. Two of them 
are of considerable magnitude and have been in 
operation from eight to twelve years furnishing 
heat, light, and power, and distributing steam 
over several blocks. Aud these plants have not 
only been continuously and practically operative, 
but as commercial ventures have proved success- 


ful, 

There are two other points to which I desire to 
refer: First, that neither 400 nor 4,000 feet is the 
limit to which steam can be transported and util- 
ized for heating pugposes after it has been used 
for power purposes; and, second, that the steam- 
using public should® be educated to know the 
difference in the cost of operating a plant built in 
the ordinary manner under the ordinary condi- 
tions and a combined plant designed to utilize 
the entire products of the fuel. The proper way 
to design a plant to furnish heat, light, and power 
is to tirst determine the extent of and conditions 
pertaining to the heatwmg part of the plant, after 
which a large amount of power (ig the neighbor- 
hood of 50 per cent) can be sec for furnishing 
lights, pumping water, compressed air, etc.; in 
fact, for any purpose for which power is required, 
without increasing the fuel cohsumption to ex- 
ceed 10 per cent. in other wor by making a 
combined plant instead of separate ones, $1.10 ex- 
pended in fuel will produce equal or greater re- 
sults than $2 expended in fuel to operate plants 
in the ordinary manuer.. The average bigh- 
pressure engine requires horse-power 
per hour from twenty-five to thirty 
pounds of water yon pe ee into steam. 
This requires from two a half to four pounds 
of coal per horse-power hour, With the ordi- 
nary steam pump these figures are always tripled 
and generally quadrupled. After the steam has 
been used through these engines and pumps, a

IN A TICKLISH CONDITION, -- 


Important Subjects to Be Considered by the 
Advisory Board at the Semi-Annual 
Meeting Called for April 12 at Chicago 
~The Baltimore and Ohio and the Great 
Northern Join Hands—Vanderbilt Lines 
Pay Big Commissions on Second-Class 
Business—Other Raltway News. 


The next semi-annual meeting of the Ad- 
visory Board of the Western Traffic Associa- 
tion is to be held in this city April 12. It will 
be the most important meeting held since the 
organization of the association, provided a 
quorum can be secured. As the non-repte- 
sentation of any three roads in the association 
will prevent a quorum, fears are entertained 
that the requisite number of members will not 
be on hand. Under the rules of the associa- 
tion the meetings of the Advisory Board are 
held alternately in Chicago and New York. 
Thus far the Chicago meetings havo failed to 
inaterialize, owing to the refusal of Jay Gould 
and those magnates who allow themselves to 
be influenced by him to come to this city, and 
consequently adjournments have been taken 
to New York in order to insure the attend 
ance of Gould and his friends. If Gould 
prevents a quorum from being present at the 
meeting in this city next April, it is hardly 
probable that the Western Presidents will 
again go to New York just to suit the Wizard. 
They have grown tired of Id's dictation 
and have come to the conclusion that the lat- 
ter 18 not anxious to have the association con- 
tinued. Gould's object in foreing the West 
ern members of the Advisory to come 
to New York and bold all the meetings there 
is because he can there bring pressure to bear 
upon them that will compel them to accede 
to his demands. 

The most important question to be consid- 
ered by the Advisory Board at its next meet- 
ing is the charge that the Burlington, South- 
ern Pacific, and Santa Fé have been manipu- 
omy rates in violation of the agreement, and 
Jay Gould demands that the officials of those 
roads who are guilty of the cutting 
of rates must be peremptorily dis- 
charged, and threatens to withdraw from the 
association if this is not done. It is well un- 
derstood that none of the roads against which 
the charges were made are inclined to com- 
ply with Gould’s request or submit to his dic- 
tation. If Gould is really anxious to break 
up the Western Traffic Association, as is 
claimed, the refusal on the part of those roads 
to discharge the officials whose decapitation 
Gould demands will give him the desired op- 
portunity to break up the association.

The proportion between heat and power in the 
modern office buildmg is pretty nearly balanced 
during the heating season, if the plant is intelli- 
gently proportioned; but many of the hotels and 
restaurants, laundries, barber-shops, and special 
manufactories require a mach lafger proportion 
of heat than they do of power. Therefore, by an 
intelligent selection of customers, any plant cov- 
ering say from three to twenty-five blocks can be 
so proportioned as to utilize the year around 
nearly the 2 resulting from the fuel 
burned, instead of, as at present, utilizing from 
10 to d per cent. ä a 

It may not be amiss to call the attention of the 
steam-using public to the fact that an electric 
light plant and a steam-heating plant are natur- 
ally operative together, The reason is the 
greatest amount of 7 is required at the same 
seasons of the year t the greatest amount of 
heat is required, and that where a combined heat 
and light plant is operated together, instead of 
each sixteen candle-power incandescent light re- 
quiring for its production about one-third of a 
pound of coal per hour, it would require less than 
one-twentieth of a pound of coal per hour as in 
the old way. 

In addition to the foregoing advantages to be 
gained by using a plant of this kind and of suffi- 
cient size, fuel can be bought and handled much 
cheaper. The engineering force, as well as the 
labor for haudling the fuel and the ashes, can be 
reduced mors than 50 per cent. The further fact 
that in the operation of a plant of considerable 
magnitude a company is warranted in saving the 
tar and ammonia resulting from the use of such 
a large quantity of coal, which would still fur- 
ther reduce the cost of the steam by bringing a 
tet urn from these products of from 50 cents to 
$1.25 a ton, is important. 

There are many other advantages and econo- 
mies resulting from the construction and opera- 
tion of such a plant as I have outlined above, but 
1 will not consider them at this time. But I do 
desire toimpress upon the steam-users of this 
as well as other communities that the 
engineering science of the present day is amply 
sutficient to cope with the problems of the econom- 
ical consumption and utilization of fuel for the 
production of heat, light, and power in a much 
more comprehensive and economical manner than 
the steam user, as such, believes possible; and 
that this can be accumplished, not in a problem- 
atical manner by untried. experimental means, 
methods, and devices, but by old, well-known, 
and well-tried methoas of construction and oper- 
ation. It is not the engineer’s fault that the con- 
sumer uses from three to ten times as much fuel 


as is necessary to produce the required results; 


it is because the consumer is too narrow-minded 
and generally thinks that his little building is the 
only building in town, even in a ot, as large as 
Chicago.

To Replace the Andrew Johnson—Work 
Done by the Vessel in Twenty-five Years.

Sundry Civil Appropriation BIIL 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill of last 
year carried an aggregate appropriation of 
about $38,000,000, while the bill of this year 
amounts to only a little more than $25,000,000, 
The largest cut made is in the items making 
appropriations for public buildings. The fol- 
lowing appropriations among others are 
made: Galveston harbor $450,000, on hand 
March 1, $830,000; Hay Lake channel, $115,- 
000, on hand March 1, $545,000; Sault Ste. 
Marie, nothing, as the engineers made no 
estimate, $1,820,000 being on hand March 1. 
With reference to the World’s Fair, the com- 
mittee makes available: tne balance remaining 
of the appropriation of $1,500,000 heretofore 
made by Congress. Appropriations on ac- 
count of military posts ‘are reduced over $300,- 
000. The lighthouse, lifesaving, and quar- 
antine service are well provided for. 


Amount Needed to Complete the Census. 

The committee to make an examination of 
the work of the Census Bureau with a view to 
ascertaining what share of the work has al- 
ready been done and what amount of money 
will be required to complete the work has 
made its report. The committee finds that 
to complete the entire work will uecessitate 
an expenditure of $2,000,000. This amount 
includes the sum of $250,000 recentay appro- 
priated by Congress. The committee recom- 
mends that certain divisions of the bureau be 
abolished, particularly the appointment and 
finance divisions. The committee also rec- 
ommends that as far as practicable the clerical 
force of the Census Office be concentrated 
upon the inquiry as to manufactures. 

Wants Compensation for Slaves, 

In the Senate the Vice-President presented 
a petition from Benjamin Harris of Maryland, 
asking Congress to secure compensation for 
the slaves taken by the General Government 
or emancipated by a State convention at the 
instance and desire of the General Govern- 
ment. An executive message from the Presi- 
dent was delivered to the Vice-President. The 
Army Appropriation bill was referred to the 
Committee on Appropriations. The Senate 
then proceeded to executive business. The 
doors were reopened at 1:30 and the Indian 
Appropriation bill was taken up. Without 
action tise Senate adjourned, 

Utah Bill to Be Reborted Favorably.

Some Old Members Will Drop Out, but the 
Personnel of the Board, It Is Believed, 
Will Not Be Materially Altered—Some 
Who Wish to Re Directors and Others 
Who Are Anxious to Be Relieved of the 
Responsidility They Now Have—Other 
World's Fair News. | 

Few changes, it is thought, will be made in 

the membership of the present Board of Di- 
rectors at the annual election, which will take 
place one week from next Saturday. Several 
of the old members will drop out and a few 
new ones come in, but the personnel of the 
beard will not be materially altered. 

a Yesterday was the last day for the registra- 
tion of proxies, and at 7 o'clock but 18,000 
proxies out of a possible 28,000 had been reg- 
istered. The same people who last year held 
the bulk of the proxies have been favored 
again. Direetor-General Davis, however, had 
a greatly increased number over bis last year’s 
record. Directors Lyman W. Gace, Ferd W. 
Peck, anda few other prominent members 
are big holders.

some movement afoot of sufficient impor- 
tance to engage the attention of George M. 
Pullman and other large stockholders. Mr. 
Pullman, who last year voted his stock by 
proxy, will vote it this year himself.

Specifications Issued by the Exposition Au- 
thorities for Water Transportation. 
Those unsuccessful bidders for the exclusive 
privilege of carrying passengers by lake be- 
tween the city and Jackson Park will be given 
another chance. After having rejected all 


bids the subcommittee yesterday issued a new 


set of. specifications which will confine pro- 
posals on definite lines. 

These specifications begin by providing that 
the maximum fare for a single trip shall not 
exceed 15 to 25 cents forthe roundtrip. The 
exciusive privilege will extend to the landings 
on the Chicago River, as well as the shore of 
Lake Michigan between Hammond, Ind., on 
the south and KenoshagWis., on the north. 
The successful bidder mst provide a carrying 
capacity of at least 15, persons per hour 
between the hours of 8 and 10 in the morning, 
and an equal number between 5 and 7 
o’clock in the evening. In the event of even- 
ing entertainments a similar capacity must be 
provided at such later hour as the Exposition 
authorities may require. 
include the exclusive mght of running excur- 
sions from the Lake Front pier at such rates 
and at such times as the contractor may elect, 
but the excursions must not interfere with the 
Jackson Park business. He may also run ex- 
cursions from Jackson Park pier, but those 
will not be an exelusive privilege. It may be 
accorded to boats from a distance, but in each 
case they will be charged the same percentage 
as paid by the bidder. 

No bid will be considered on other basis 
than the payment to the E ition com pany a 
percentage of the entire gross receipts from 
transportation, but no percentage will be de- 
manded upon income from other sources. The 
bids must be flat and regardless ot the amount 
of business done, No sliding scale will be en- 
tertained. :

WHY HE IS NOT CHIEF JUSTICE. 


Reasons Alleged by Grover Cleveland to Ex- 
cuse His Not Appointing John G. Carlisle. 
From the Sun, July 22, 1889: “I see that 

the Sun continues to insist that Chief Justice 

Melville W. Fuller must shave off his disfigur- 


ing mustache,” said a Kentucky politician at 


the St. James Hotel. Perhaps Fuller has 
heard by this time of the close shaye he had 
for the Chief Justieeship, and prefers to re- 
main away trom the barber’schair. The story 


has never been in eint, but I will vouch for its 


accuracy. 

John G. Carlisle should have been Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, and he would 
have been, too, but for the treachory of a cer- 
tain Senator and the cowardice of Grover 
Cleveland. It came about in this way: The 
President was agreat admirer of Carlisle, 
and let it be known to a chosen few that he 
was going to offer the Chief Justiceship to 
Mr. Carlisle. Senator ——, it may be Vest of 
Missouri, I will not be positive, called on the 
President and told him that it would never do 
to appoint Carlisle; that his personal habits 
were such that the Republican majority in the 
Senate would reject the nomination and that 
it would be a great blow to the party. 

The President had gone so far as to put 
Carlisle’s appointment in writing. Carlisle 
heard of the objection that had been made to 
him, and went immediately to the Presi- 
dent and told him that he would not accept 
the appointment, and that it was his wish that 
his name should not be considered. A friend 
of Carlisle’s went to every Senator on the 
Judiciary committee then in Washington, and 
all of them, without regard to party, pledged 


-themselves to report his nomination favor- 


ably. 

This friend, after four days of hard work 
interviewing the Senators, rushed into Mr. 
Carlisle’s room in the House, where he was 
being sheved, and announced the result of his 
labors. Mr. Carlisle’s only answer was: ‘The 
President has just appointed Melville W. Ful- 
ler of Chicago to be Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court.“
